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Editor’s Note: 


Many years ago, before you and I and the phase system were conceived, yea at 
the very dawn of modern civilization, there existed at Salernum a medical school 
of some note. To this medical school in the academic year 858-859 came a young 
Aegyptian boy named Aedes. It was Aedes’ good fortune to be named editor of 
the Librum Anni, and so in the academic year 861-862 he began to compile and 
record the life and times of his classmates. 

One day, while at the Student-Faculty Hemlock Hour, he was approached by 
his mentor Chrysops, who was constantly plaguing him with ideas for the Librum 
Anni. 

Chrysops spoke, “Aedes, my lad, child of the Sphinx, the Nile and the asp', most 
worthy student of the art and science of Hippocratic healing, I have a suggestion.” 

“Yeah?” 

“Why not take the pains to include in your Librum Anni a brief sketch charac- 
terizing the members of your class?”

And so Aedes wrote in his Librum Anni the following cryptic note. “The class 
of 862 is in reality VI IV II,” which in the modern translation means that the 
class of 862 is fat, moderately well muscled, and lacking in linearity and angularity. 

The Chrysops suggestion, as executed by Aedes, was an instant success in 
Librum Anni circles, and has persisted to the present day. Thus today, exactly 
1100 years after the original note, it is incumbent upon your editor to select a 
triad (in the classic tradition of Aedes) which represents the line of best fit 
through the scattering of “xy’s” that make up a medical school class. 

Thus: The class of 1962, a courageous, ignored heterogeneity. 

Fantastic! I shall explain. 

That we were heterogeneous was obvious from Day 1. Chronologically our ages 
varied from 20-42. We came from God knows how many states, most of them 
Ohio. We came from Dean Caughey knows how many colleges, most of them 
Yale and Harvard. But most important before coming to medical school, many 
of us had proved ourselves in a variety of unrelated fields. There were figure 
skaters, movie makers, biochemists, psychologists, Ph.D.’s, ZBT’s, mathematicians. 
electricians, and an officer in the Army. 

That we were ignored was obvious soon after. This requires some explanation. 
By prior consultation with a Delphic oracle, it is ordained whether a given class 
will be a good class or a bad class. e.g. The class of 1960 cut labs and antagonized 
basic scientists, and was thus a bad class. The class of 1961 did nothing in par-

Staunchly we sat through lecture 
after lecture in which we learned that rats got their kicks through hypothalamic 
stimulation, doctors talk more to doctors than they do to charwomen, and effort 
plus ability equals you know what. Bravely we ignored the long somnolent figure 
sprawled in the first row during these lectures. Lesser men might have come apart 
at the seams during these hours, but our class came through unscathed. 

Phase 3: I’m afraid that Phase 3 was the exception that proves the rule. Com- 
prehensive Care proved to be the proverbial last straw for a few dromedaries in 
the class. However, the hard core of the group remained, nodding profoundly 
during discussion sessions as if the very words, “Sometimes the social problems 
that an individual faces are as important as his medical problems,” recited for 
the nth time contained the truth and wisdom of the Koran. 

Ah, yes, we were courageous to have withstood the various tribulations foisted 
upon us by a well-meaning curriculum. [ have heard that some of the more 
courageous have even mastered the art of clucking approvingly, but this is only 
a rumor and is not admissible in this chronicle. 

One day this June, almost 80 of the ignored, courageous, heterogeneity will 
become physicians. On that day the triad will no longer be valid, for the class 
of 1962 is, above all else, made up of a very large group of talented people for 
whom the future holds a promise as yet unrevealed by the incumbent Delphic oracle.

Nothing happened in Phase 2. 


I'm sorry. I tried. I called my classmates, consulted my syllabus, re-read the alumni 
magazine, spoke to the faculty, but the, time passed without anyone noticing it.
